Under the above caption the N e­ 
vada Post has the following timely 
editorial, which applies to Pettis 
county with 
equal force 
that it 
does to Vernon : 
Conditions worse than the pres­ 
ent 
drouth have 
confronted the 
people of Missouri and they have 
, 
managed to live through them. 
It is probable that we are more 
frightened 
than 
hurt. 
Vernon 
county is not facing starvation as 
closely as some of our people are 
inclined to believe. 
Nine times in ten the worry of 
our lives is not 
justified 
by 
the 
realization of the dread. 
Instead of agonizing about the 
damage which has been done, the 
proper thing at present is to pre­ 
pare 
substitutes 
for 
the 
crops 
which are being lost. 
Several weeks ago the Post in­ 
sisted that every 
spare 
acre 
on 
every farm in the county should be 
sowed in cane, Kaffir corn or cow 
peas. 
A few fields were planted 
before it become too dry for the 
seed to germinate, but 
the total 
acreage is small. 
Actual experiment 
has taught 
the writer that good crops oi hay 
can be grown from any one of the 
grains mentioned when sown the 
first of August. 
Under the existing conditions it 
would be the part of good judg­ 
ment to sow as late as the middle 
of August, 
Everything should be kept in the 
most systematic stage of readiness 
in anticipation of the rain. 
W hen the time to act arrives, 
permit nothing to delay you, but 
get the seed into the ground and 
get it there in good shape. 
During a drouth, the elements 
of growth in the soil are disen­ 
gaged and when 
followed by a 
season 
of sufficient moisture the 
growth 
of 
vegetation 
is 
often 
marvelous. 
H ay is now selling on the track 
in Western 
Vernon 
at $14.00® 
$15.00 per ton. 
If sufficient late 
grown roughness can be secured 
to permit the sale of all the hay it 
will bring twice the money into 
the county obtained for the crop of 
last season. 
No man should allow the scare 
to urge him into*^ a sacrifice of his 
live 
stock. 
There 
is 
not 
only 
ample time to make rough feed for 
winter, but it is almost 
certain 
that fields of rye can be sown early 
enough 
to 
secure 
good 
March 
grazing 
and thus 
anticipate the 
grass of next spring a month or 
more. 
W e may yet have good fall pas­ 
ture. 
It is more reasonable to ex­ 
pect it than to despair of it. 
The outlook is not prepossessing 
for the 
man 
who is 
inclined to 
whimper instead of work, but to 
the farmer who has determination 
and energy the situation is by no 
means desperate. 
The key to the problem is care­ 
ful provision and prompt action. 
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are very few voters in Sedalia who 
begrudge the money paid by them 
to keep up the schools for the free 
education of the boys and girls of

“ Where is there a lawyer who 
has not seen the guilty criminal 
pass out of the courtroom acquit­ 
ted and set free because of perjured 
testimony? 
What one of us but 
has seen the rights of persons and 
of property sacrificed and trampled 
under foot, presumably under due 
form of law, but really and truly 
by the use of corrupt and false and 
•ometimes purchased testimony? 
“ These are the things that beget 
distrust and

jority of important lawsuits, and 
that the crime is rapidly increas­ 
ing. 
“ In short, with reference to the 
prevalence of perjury, the time has 
come, whpu, in the words of an­ 
other^ justice must wear a veil, not 
that she may be impartial, but that 
she may hide her face for shame.

Mexico the death of a citizen by 
carelessness or negligence of train­ 
men causes the railroaders as much 
trouble in the courts as murder in 
this country. 
The crew, to conceal what they 
had done, took the dead body and 
stuffed it in the firebox of the lo ­ 
comotive. 
A few days later the 
relatives of the dead man began to 
make inquiries as 
to his where­ 
abouts. 
Someone had seen him at 
a certain point, and one Mexican, 
from a distance, saw the train stop. 
The crew were questioned, and, 
fearing lest the truth should leak 
out, resigned their positions and 
tied to the United States.

KAiN IS BADLY NEEDED. 


Coru In Some Sections Is Bey ond He- 
cov ery —An Official Bul- 
leiin Issued. 


The United States dep artment of 
ag riculture climate and crop bulle­ 
tin of the weather bureau, Missouri 
section, issued the following at 
Columbia y esterday afternoon : 
Ov er the g reater p art of the 
state the p ast week has been one 
of the hottest ev er ex p erienced by 
the p eop le of Missouri. 
The mean 
temp erature rang ed from S to lo 
deg rees abov e the normal in the 
central and western sections and 
from 2 to 5 deg rees abov e in the 
eastern sections. 
Max imum tem­ 
p eratures of loo deg rees and abov e 
occurred in all sections on sev eral 
consecutiv e day s, the hig hest tem­ 
p erature rep orted being 114 de­ 
g rees at Jefferson City on the 12th. 
During the g reater p art of the 
week the sky was almost cloudless, 
and no rain has fallen, ex cep t a 
few lig ht scattered showers, p rin­ 
cip ally in the northeast sections. 
Veg etation has dried up v ery rap ­ 
idly , p onds and small streams are 
dry , sp ring s and wells are failing , 
and in many districts water must 
be hauled long distances. 
Owing 
to the ex treme dry p ess much dam­ 
ag e has been done by fires. 
The 
p resent outlook is the most dis­ 
courag ing that Missouri farmers 
hav e had to face for many y earh. 
In p ortions of Atchison, Noda­ 
way , Harrison and Marion coun­ 
ties and in a few localities in the 
ex treme southeastern p ortion of the 
state, corn is still looking well, 
thoug h needing rain badly , and in 
many of the northern counties late 
corn would still make an av erag e 
y ield if it could \ hav e sufficient 
moisture from now on. 
Early corn in the northern sec­ 
tions, howev er, has been g reatly

Prof. S. A. 
Hoov er, of the

this to say of the codling moth : 
It is a v ery easy matter to rear 
this pest from the “ wormy ” apples 
fou nd on and u nder the trees in 
Ju ne and Ju ly . 
The apples may 
be placed in fru it jars or other 
glass v essels where 
the 
worm 
passes into the pu pa state. 
In a 
short time it emerges as a perfect 
insect. 
If the moth is taken from the jar 
at night and placed in a room 
where there is a lighted lamp it at 
once goes to the light and circles 
abou t u ntil it falls ex hau sted. When 
rested, it repeats the ex periment. 
Some people hav e the impression 
that the codling moth is not at­ 
tracted to the light at night. From 
repeated ex periments I know this 
v iew of the matter is not correct. 
Ev en when confined 
in a glass 
v essel it makes great efforts to 
reach the light. 
A cu riou s thing abou t the larv a 
of the codling moth is that if 
placed in an empty bottle which is 
corked, it inv ariably bores into the 
cork where it spins its cocoon. 
When sev eral are placed in the 
same bottle all of them will be 
fou nd after a few hou rs in the cork. 
Some of them will 
bore clear 
throu gh and throw some of the 
chips on the ou tside. 
This may not be new to others 
bu t it certainly was to me.
